NOW ‘ABOVEGROUND’ 


NEW YORK, March 26 (AP)— 
Both the United States and Rus- 
sia have enough “radioactive ma- 
terials aboveground” to destroy 
all human life if it could be ap- 
plied efficiently, says Senator 
Brien McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut. : 

Both “have ou order” the means 
for applying it, he writes in the 
current issue of Collfer’s. His ar- 
ticle urges a huge United States 
publicity program to battle what 
he terms Russia’s 30-year war of 
“lies” against democracy. 

McMahon, former chairman of 
the joint Senate-House Committee 
on Atomic Energy, did not amplify 
the statement on the “above- 
ground” material. Nor did he ex- 
plain whether he meant that 
enough uranium or other materi- 
als already had been mined. 

The United States, he said, al- 
ready has both the materials and 
means to kill nearly every living 
thing in an area as big as New 
England. 

“We have on hand now material 
means which, if used in. certain 
fashions, would destroy the repro- 
duetive facilities of our whole na- 
tion,” he said, adding:

The Air Force, however, would 
not comment on Lockheed’s con- 
tention that the engine would 
make possible a jet air force with 
range comparable to that of to- 
days B29 bombers, and P-51 Mus- 
tang and P-82 twin-Mustang es- 
cort fighters. 

he problem of range in jet- 
propelled planes has been one of 
the most perplexing o con- 
fronting aeronautical efgineers. 
America has experimental jet 
bombers that will carry as much 
bomb load as the B-20 ‘and will 
fly twice as fast. But they have 
little more than half the range, 
according to the only official in- 
formation available. 


The Lockheed engine has not 
yet been tested in an airplane. It 
was designed by Nathan C, Price 
as a secret War project. 

Yesterday's announcement said 
the engine is rated at 5000 pounds 
static thrust. One pound of thrust 
equals one horsepower at 375 miles 
per hour. Lockheed said the XJ- 
37 is capable of 8000 horsepower, 
at high speeds. 

The Air Force intends to use the 
new engine in the North Ameri- 
can P-86, its first swept-back wing 
fighter.

WASHINGTON, March 26—Here 
in the vast pile of concrete known 
as the Pentagon, the only business 
they deal in is national defense; 
That means combat, or prepara- 
tion for combat, 

Our military minds were long 
ago convinced that this nation 
would not be permitted any “mar- 
gin for error” in the next war 
emergency, such ag “we were per- 
mitted in the fumbling years at 
the beginning of World War II. 
Hence, all the activities in the 
Pentagon are geared to the ob- 
jective: | 


When the next emergency 
reaches the combet stage, the 
entire nation and its resources 
must be ready for smooth tran- 
sition to total war. 

There are two broad avenues for 
approaching this objective. The 
first is to protect the World War 
II potential from dissipation. The 
second is to expand existing war 
potential. 

Two agencies which are virtu- 
ally lost in the administrative ex- 
panse of Washington play an im- 
portant part in this drama of to- 
tal mobilization that goes on daily 
in the Pentagon. 

These are the Munitions Board, 
an integral part of the defense 
establishment, and the National 
Security Resources Board, a new 
civilian agency created by the Na- 
tional Security Act of 1947. 

Munitions Board's: Field, 

The Munitions Board, which was 
recreated and broadened by the 
National Security Act, is headed 
by F. J. Hargrave, president of 
the Eastman Kodak Co. This 
board is charged with procure- 
ment, production, and distribution 
within the military establishment, 
and with plans for the military 
aspects in the mobilization of ma- 
terials, industrial facilities, and 
manpower. 

Arthur N. Hill, Charleston, W. 
Va., banker and bus company ex- 
ecutive, is chairman of the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board, 
whichis still in the bloom of 
feverish expansion and develop- 
ment. Members of the cabinet are 
also on this board. 

The NSRB function is to ad- 
vise the President on the over- 
all co-ordination of military; in- 
dustrial, and civilian mobilization. 
The surveys already launched by 
this new agency will provide blue- 
prints for gearing the whole na- 
tion into a war economy without 
the trial and error period of 1940 
and 1941. 

While the NSRB is still in the 
mushroom stage of development, 
the Munitions Board is “mobiliz- 
ing” on a continuous basis, 

As this is written, the Munitions 
Board ls awaiting routine authori- 
zation for a vast increase in its 
reserve stock of machine tools, It 
already has been authorized to 
store 92,000 specialized machine 
tools, which were surplus from 
war plants.

It calls for a five-year pro- 
gram under which by 1952 a 
master mobilization plan would 
be ready, This program would 
embrace every phase of na- 
tional life.

GREEK REBELS 
REPORTED GIVING 
UP IN ONE AREA 


Wholesale Surrenders in 
Olympus Pierria Re- 
gion Said to Have Been 
Begun. | 


SALONIKA, March 26 (UP)— 
Reliable reports said today that 
guerrilla forces in the Mount 
Olympus-Mount Pierria area have 
started surrendering wholesale to 
Greek Government troops. 

So serious is the situation for 
the guerrillas that the guerrilla 
radio pleaded with rebel forces in 
the Olympus area to “hold your 
position.” 

“Our struggle is at stake,” the 
broadcast said. It added there was 
danger of losing the fight. 

Captured guerrillas said the situ- 
ation in the mountain is most seri- 
ous. The guerrilla force is virtual- 
ly starving, with only donkey meat 
to eat, and its ammunition is giv- 
ing out, they said. 

The guerrilla surrender move 
ment has not been confirmed by 
official sources, but observers said 
it could be the Government's 
greatest victory of the year if it 
was confirmed. 

Reliable reports said more than 
50 guerrillas gave themselves up 
after dark last night and that the 
surrenders were continuing hour- 
ly today. ; 

These reports said the guerrillas 
mutinied and killed three of their 
Itaders—named Paleologou, Tsoli- 
as and Peltekos—so they could 
give up and escape the rigors of 
their ordeal in the mountains. 

Some 1500 have surrendered 
since the Greek northern army 
began its current offensive three 
weeks ago, these reports said. 

If confirmed, the surrender 
might clear the entire Olympus- 
Pierria-Vermion mountain area 
and free major Army units for 
further offensives. ; 

Straggling groups still are roam- 
ing the mountains, Some may suc- 
ceed in holding out, or in regain- 
ing the safety of the Grammos | 
mountains.

(In the last war, the Air Force 
lost about 2000 aircraft of all types 
in the single month of August 
1944. Of these, 1558 were de- 
stroyed in combat, the others 
crashed accidentally.) 

The full day of testimony pro- 
duced some conflicting views 
among the military chiefs them- 
selves despite unification and the 
recent Key West meeting to 
thresh out all disagreements. 

For example, Secretary of the 
Army Royall said: : 

“In case of any reasonably pos- 
sible war, no part of the central 
Eurasian land mass could be ef- 
fectively reached by strategic 
bombing from bases on or near 
the North American continent or 
from bases in the Philippines. 
Even from any of the Atlantic 
island nations or from Japan or 
Alaska, frequent and 
strategic bombing could touch 
only fragmentary parts of cen- 
tral Eurasia.” 5 3 

(There has been widespread 
speculation that Russia is moving 
a big part of its heavy industry 
east of the Urals, in.centra] Eu- 
rasia.) 

Royall. and Chief of Staff Omar 
Bradley both termed air power 
a major factor in war—but they 
said also that a ground army of 
adequate size must be ready to 
move forward to seize and defend 
advance bases for air strikes 
against any enemy.

A member ofthe Missouri State 
Automobile Dealers Association, 
which backed the bill in order to 
halt loss of b ess to dealers in 

hboring states, said a survey 
in 1941 showed that Missouri lost 
$140,000 in sales taxes as a result 
of purchase of cars from nearby 
Tilinois dealers by residents of St. 
Louis and St. Louis county. 

In addition, the act provides 
that the sales tax on new and used 
cars sold in Missouri must be paid 
at the time application is made for 
a title, or for trangter of titie to 
a new owner, instead of being 
collected by the dealer. This pro- 
cedure is d med to prevent ir- 
responsible and “curbstone” deal- 
ers from collecting the tax from 
used car purchasers, and then dis- 
appearing without es the 
taxes over to the state.

Be Full Balk in 1948. 
| ATIONAL LEAGUE man- 
N agers have been warned 

officially that the umpires 
are going to be more strict 
‘about balks and things during 
the season ahead. Amplifying 
“written instructions, umpires 
have explained the various 
‘rules that are to be enforced. 
The popular guess is that there 
will be more arguments than 
usual, as the umpires rule 
pitching motiong long in use 
now are illegal. 

Bill Stewart met with the 
Cardinals the other day and 
pointed out the rule infractions 
that would not be permitted 
any more, Pitchera will not 
be permitted to blow on their 
hands or moisten their finger 
tips. It seems that the league 
officials. suspect that many 
pitchers have been cheating, 
throwing a spitball now and 
then. 

Many pitchers use what. the 
trade calls a half-balk motion 
to keep runners close to first 
base, The rule says the pitcher, 
if he throws to first, must 
stride directly toward that base. 
But many pitchers take a mid- 
dle course in ‘their stride, half- 
way between home plate and 
first base, Sometimes they de- 
liver the ball to the batter; 
sometimes they throw to first. 
The base runners have to be 
cautious, But this year there 
can be no half-way stride. If 
a pitcher violates the rule, a 
balk will be called.

Well, Dizzy did exactly as he 
had been doing for years and 
Umpire Barr called a balk on a 
pitch on which a Giant was re- 
tired.

It 
was a rugged afternoon, with 
players fighting all over the in- 
field, .Nobddy was hurt much, 
except poor Don Gutteridge, 
who tried to be a peacemaker 
but was popped in the eye. 

Veteran pitchers who have de- 
veloped a slick pitching motion 
to first will find it difficult to 
change thelr style. Probably 
many a balk: will have to be 
called before the hurlers believe 
the league is serious about it.

MEXICAN OPIUM 
POPPY HEADACHE 


TO U.S. OFFICIALS 
Continued From Page One. 


able production of from 32 to 40 
metric tons of opium, he said. 
Morphine and heroin extracted 
from.the Mexican poppy are of 
low quality. 


“The principal. opium-producing 
area ig roughly 6000 miles square,” 
Anslinger continued. “It forms a 
rectangle east of Bodiriguato, 
Sinaloa. It extends in a north- 
westerly direction with the east- 
ern boundry on the western slopes 
of the Sierra Madre mountains. 
The 1000 square miles surveyed by 
air were northeast of Bodiriguato, 

“In this limited area, 1500 to 
1700 fields were observed, An ad- 
ditional 3000 fields were known to 
be outside the main area, For 
various reasons — notably the 
change in the administration, a 
misconception of the extent of 
the task, lack of manpower and 
finances—the i947 opium poppy 
déstruction campaign achieved 
poor results. Approximately 200 
poppy fields, having a total area 
E only 90 acres, were destroyed 
by a ground expedition. 

20 Secret Landing Strips. 


“It was reported that between 
20 and 30 secret landing strips for 


3\ airplanes have been constructed in 
Mexico to handle the tr 


tion of narcotics to the United 
States. There is confirmation of 
this on both sides of the border. 
The Mexican Government recently 
seized a plane loaded with nar- 
cotics in Mexico and a crashed 
plane containing the bodies of 
two known narcotics smugglers 
was found in the United States. 

“We also have information that 
underworld groups in the United. 
States have their representatives 
in Mexico to promote the cultiva- 
tion of the opium poppy, to pur- 
chase the crop and to arrange for 
its transformation into more val- 
uable and less derivatives, 
thereby facilitating transportation. 
Beside morphine and heroin, chief 
stock, of the contraband trade, 
derivatives include raw opium and 
prepared opium. 

“Information received from re- 
liable sources indicates that there 


are 12 or more clandestine labora- ¥ 


tories in Mexice, a few of which 
are large and well equipped, Two 
of the laboratories have been 

seized in the last few months. I 
estimate that at least one half the 
raw opium produced in Mexico is 
being processed into either mor- 
phine or heroin.” 


Heroin Major Underworld Item. 


Ot the pair, heroin is the major 
item in the narcotics underworld, 


nslinger said. There are scat- 


tered, small-scale refining plants 
for raw opium in the United 
States, but the operation is not 
extensivé. Prepared or smoking 
opium, otherwise known as “opium 
gum,” also figures in the evil traf- 
fic but to less degree than either 
morphine or heroin, 

These derivatives are most com- 
j} monly used by drug addicts. They 
are easily concealed in valuable 
quantities in pure form. They are 
greatly diluted before reaching 
the consumer by wholesaler, job- 
ber and peddler. It is notable that 
enforcement measures in the 
United States have reduced addic-

It is impossible to estimate the 
quantity of narcotics now in illicit 
channels in the United States, 


Anslinger said. This is due to the 


irreguiar habits of addicts, the 
variable quality of opium-derived 
products, and uncertain methods 
of dilution.

Something of a political prophet 
in evaluating the chances of 
others, Gen, MacArthur had pre- 
dicted that Dewey would lose in 
1944.

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The New Saled Tax Threat 


Do the people of Missouri want to be saddled 
with an additional sales tax byrden of $30,000,- 
000 a year to pay a bonus to/veterans of World 
War II? it the recommendation of the House 
Military Affairs Committee in Jefferson City is 


carried out, the voters will answer this question 


on the ballot next November. 

The answer ought to a decisive No. The 
sales tax levy is denounced by tax authorities 
because it is an inverted income tax, bearing 
heaviest on the poor. The sales tax started out 
in 1934 at the fairly modest rate of 44,of 1 per 
cent, $4,500,000 a year. Now the rate is 
four times that high. People who queue up at 
the cash register in the grocery store or restau- 
rant or buy necessities at the department or 
hardware store are taxed $60,000,000 a year. 


The tax yield is nearly 14 times what it was 
in the beginning and; if the rate is increased to 


8 per cent, the take will be raised to $90,000,000 


a ‘year—20 times what it was at the outset. 


_ Theoretically, the tax would be changed back 
to 2 per cent after four or fiye years, the time 
required for the extra 1 per cent to bring in the 
money necessary for the bonus. It would be 
folly, however, to think that Missouri would ever 
reduce the tax, once it was raised. The near-

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The Oase for Miners’ Pensions 

The coal strike is.a dreary spectacle for a na- 
tion trying to show an example of democratic 
leadership for the world. It is humiliating that 
a large part of American indus{gy can be placed 
at the caprice of one man. 

These things, however, ought not to obscure 
the right of 400,000 coal miners to adequate 
pensions, negotiated by fair means. If John L. 
Lewis had waited until time to negotiate a new 
contract and submitted his pension demands 
then, he would have deserved public support. 


And the grounds for public support are not 
wholly altruistic. Unless the life of the coal 
miner is made more attractive, the country in a 
few years may be faced with a dearth of miners 
like that which plagues Britain. Only about half 
the 140,000 American miners who went to war 
returned to the mines. Less than 15 per cent of 
the miners now are under 25 years of age. If 

e mine force is to be maintained, more men 
must be drawn into the industry, and the pay- 
ment of pensions is one means to this end. 


The work is not healthful and it wears men 
out. In winter, the men sweat at their labor 


underground and come out with damp clothing 


into the: winter air. Rheumatie disorders are 
The accident rate is high. Only 
strong men enter the mines, yet only a few min- 


ers can carry on after 60. The number of active 


miners over 60 is only about three-fifths the 
proportion of men above 60 in the total work- 
ing population. 7 

Not only is there a strong case for pensions. 
There is a strong case also for Mr. Lewis’ con- 
tention that pensions should be paid on an in- 
dustry-wide basis, rather than for each company 
to use its own royalties to pension its own men. 
The miners deserve the same pension, regardless 
of the company for which they work. This prin- 
ciple has been fully recognized in the Railroad 
Retirement Act. On this point the operators are 
merely stalling. 

The operators’ position is better than that of 
the miners only in that they have not violated 
their contract and have not interrupted the pro- 
duction of coal. They should meet the miners 


half way by agreeing to a fair schedule of 


pensions.

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Stassen's Substitute for MVA 

The Missouri Valley Regional Development“ 
which Harold Stassen proposed at Omaha is no 
new idea but merely the Pick-Sloan Plan with 
new trimmings. 

He would let the Army Engineers and the 
Reclamation Bureau go ahead with the Pick- 
Sloan Plan, for all its incompleteness and waste 
of public funds, and for all the conflicts among 
the multiple agencies that are trying to carry it 
out without any effective over-all direction.

After many weeks of pulling and hauling, 
Congress has finally produced a refit control 
measure.

Unless Communists poll a majority, their demand for Cabinet 
seats will be denied, says Rome report; they might try a coup 
but a defeat would be costly to them;.expects them to fail now but 
foresees possible future civil war making Italy another Greece.

It probably won’t happen in Italy as it 
happened in Czechoslovakia. Odds are 
against a clear-cut victory for Russia in 
the voting April 18. Without a. clear-cut 
victory, Communists are not likely to gain 


-a place in the Italian Government. 


The stake in Italy’s election, vitally im- 

portant to the United States, is future con- 
trol of the Government. The issue is United 
States vs. Russia. 
The outcome will re- 
late to the proportion 
of votes cast for the 
Communists, led by 
Palmiro Togliatti, 
and their allies the 
Socialists, led by 
Pietro Nenni. 


Communists will 
demand a place in 
the Italian Cabinet 
if they show gains 
in the voting. Once 
in the Cabinet they 
would be in a posi- 
tion to prepare for a a 
coup on the model Palmiro Togo i 
that has been so successful in country 


after country all through Eastern Europe. 
Careful appraisal of the outlook for Italy. 


however, suggests the following: 


The combined Socialist-Communist vote 
probably will not go much over 40 per cent. 


Cabinet membership is unlikely to be 
given to Communists unless they gain more 
than 50 per cent of the vote. 


Civil war may be started by Communists. 


Might Involve U. S. Troops 


United States troops ould easily be in- 
volved in fighting between Communists and 
Government forces in the North. About 
5000 American soldiers are helping to keep 
order in Trieste. Outside help for Italian 
Communists would have to move through 
or near Trieste. 


* Rather than risk a major war by involv- 
ing United States troops, Russia may prefer 
to have Italian Communists grab Rome. 
Thus, the Communists would simply take 
over the governmental machinery, disrupt- 
ing defense elsewhere in the country. 


A coup aimed at taking power in Rome 
itself, is not counted out. But Italy’s po- 
lice, strong in Rome, are loyal, 


Timetable for the trouble in Italy can be 
foreseen. The Government is set to meet 
Communist violence in this order: 


Danger No. 1 comes just before or during 


the elections. There’s a chance that the 
Communists might try to grab power by a 
coup in Rome without waiting to tally up 
the vote. But a quick defeat would ruin 
Communist chances at the polls. 

Danger No. 2 will come just after the 
elections. Communists will ask for at 
least a share of the Government, Premier 
De Gasperi, if he still is backed by at least 


50 per cent of the new Parliament, will re- 


fuse. Then it will be up to Russia to de- 
cide if the Communists are to fight for 
power with arms after losing by votes. 


70,000 Reds Under Arms 


Communist strategy for action at this 
point is all ready. The Communists are 
prepared to attack not only in Rome, but 
in Milan, Turin, Naples, Palermo and most 
other cities. Government defense plans 
also are ready, 

Communists can start with 70,000 assault 
troops, heavily armed and well equipped. 
Communist units would make for the main 
communications centers and Government 
armories in each city and town. 


Weapons at the disposal of the shock 
troops are hidden in factories in the North 
and on country estates in the South. The 
Breda arms factory in Milan, for example, 
is manufacturing locomotives and marine 
.engines, but executives claim certain 
knowledge that workers are making arms 
for the Communists, 


Initial success would enable the Commu- 
nists to arm their reserves, already 


trained, but poorly armed. These reserves, 


about 70,000 strong, would commandeer 
transport to seize smaller towns on main 


roads. Only then, with trained fighters set - 


up as commanders, would the Communists 
call out the masses to fight. They want no 
revolution they cannot control. 


Government defense calls for the use of 
police, not troops, at the outset, The 
Italian Army has only 40,000 combat troops 
and is heavily infiltrated by Communists. 
It can’t be counted on in a pinch. But 
Italian police, totaling 150,000, are trained 
as trouble shooters and are solidly anti- 
Communist. They are well armed. 


Too Great a Risk 


As a result, there’s little chance, as 
things are now, that Communists could 
seize Italy by force in the immediate fu- 
ture. The risk to Russia's stake in Italy is 
too great, Italian Communists would not 
long survive failure of an attempt to over- 
throw the Goverment by force. 


Danger No. 3 may not develop for mionths 
—perhaps a year or more—after the elec- 
tions. ling by votes or arms, the Com- 
munists can make trouble by strikes, 


Italian votes, thus, are to give the cue to 
Communists and anti-Communists, to Rus- 
sia and the United States for their next 
moves, Choice facing Italians is clear cut. 


On one side are ‘the : 
Russia, Official name of this bloc of par- 
ties is the Popular Democratic Front. 


Communist appeal is to the industrial 
worker, the unemployed, the landless farm 
hand and the city clerk. Workers are 
promised that they will, “own” their fac- 
tories through committees. Farm hands 
are promised land, all picked out for them 
by village Communist leaders? Everybody 
is told that, even if the Communists win, 
the United States will keep on supplying 
food, because it is somehow good business 
for Americans. 


Communist asset is apathy among a

On the other side are the anti- 
Communists and the United States. Politi- 
cal parties range widely from extreme 
right to independent Socialists. None is as 
well disciplined as the Communists. 


Pull of American Aid 


American aid is a major factor in the 
elections, Officials of the State Depart- 
ment are talking of a possible statement 
(and have since made it) before the elec- 
tions that aid to Italy will stop if Commu- 
nists take power, To date, United States 
gifts? loans and special payments to Italy 
add up to $1,860,000,000. If dollars are cut 
off, Italians will go hungry, without much 
hope of help from Russia. 


The Vatican is mobilizing the anti- 
Communist vote. The Catholic Church in 


Italy is older and better organized than any 


political party. , 
Immediate prospects are these; 


Decisions by votes will probably leave the 
Communists short of full victory. 


Decision by violence this spring is likely 
to go against the Communists, ° 


Long-ternmy view is that Italy will escape 
a Communist dictatorship for the time 
being. But a Communist revolt, coming 
later, could turn into civil war.

A temporary increase in intrastate 
freight rates for approximately 350 
motor truck lines operating in 
Missouri, ranging from 10 per cent 
to 18 per cent, was authorized this 
by the Missouri Public 
Commission, effective 


The commission granted the in- 
creases on a temporary basis, 
pending completion of a full in- 
vestigation of rates and operations 
of the carriers. It was estimated 
the increases for intrastate ship- 
ments would not exceed, $400,000 a 


year. 

In issuing the temporary order, 
before completion of the inquiry, 
the commission said “beyond any 
question of doubt, operating ex- 
penses of motor carriers have in- 
creased to the point that emer- 


gency relief, by way of increased 
rates, should be afforded Missouri 
intrastate carriers at once, in or- 
der that they may maintain for 
the public adequate and efficient 
transportation consistent with the 
cost of furnishing such service.” 
The companies asked for a flat 
30 per cent increase in intrastate 
rates. The commission granted an 
increase of 15 per cent for less 


than truckload shipments, and an 
increase of 10 per cent for truck- 
load shipments. The minimum 
charge for a single shipment was | 
increased from 75 cents to $1.

Like other countries which bor- 
der the Soviet Union, Finland 
seems destined to develop a pro- 
ductive capacity Which is almost 
entirely dependent on Soviet raw 
materials.

Cut with a doughnut cutter. Get 
some deep fat going and fry the 
doughnuts a FEW AT A TIME. 
The fat should be at about 380 
degrees. Turn them until brown, 
remove and place on absorbent 
paper. You’ve got something. 
The most popular doughnut 
maker I ever heard of was a man 
cook in an Oregon lumber camp. 
His fame spread all over the 
Northwest and his recipe has been 
carried by word of mouth all over 
the country. In the deep woods

where camp food lacks variety 
and desserts are few and monoto- 
nous, these doughnuts were served 
for breakfast and, at times, in 
the evening. A lumberjack full of 
them could whack a tree or ride 
a log down the river and be per- 
fectly happy. 

Here goes: Melt six tablespoons 
of butter and mix it with three 
cups of molasses. Beat, Now. beat 
up four eggs and add. Sift eight 


cups flour, six teaspoons baking 
powder, a couple of pinches of 
galt, a goodly pinch of cinnamon. 
Stir in two cups of milk. Add the 
other mixture and stir vigorously. 


Now add two cups of broken 
walnut meat and stir some more. 
At this point, as above, you will 
have to use your judgment as to 
the consistency of the dough. It 
should be a little on the heavy 
side and quite thick. Roll out on 


a floured board, cut and fry in 
deep fat. Sprinkle with powdered 
sugar and you are in business. 


Remember, that is a logging 
camp recipe and makes a lot of 
doughnuts. It can easily be cut in 
two. 

Out in Idaho where they are so 


proud of those big potatoes that 


they make almost everything out 
of them, the doughnut has not 
been neglected, This is a famous 
recipe that was handed down 
from the early settlers and has 
been going strong ever since, 


Like this: Cream a little more 
than half a cup of sugay with 
a tablespoon and a half of butter.

toes and add one teaspoon of bak- 


ing powder, one teaspoon of nut- 


meg, one teaspoon of cinnamon, 
one teaspoon of salt and mix.

Another old timer is vanilla 
doughnuts: Beat the yolks of 
three eggs until they are stiff. 
Add yolks one: at a time and beat 
some more. Add a cup of sugar 
and go at it with an egg beater or 
a mix-machine, Add three table- 
spoons of melted shortening. Mix 
two tablespoons of baking powder 
and a teaspoon of salt with four 
and one-half cups of flour and 
add flour and a cup of milk al- 
ternately to the other mixture. 


Now really get down to business 
and beat. Add three and one half 
teaspoons of vanilla extract. When 
these doughnuts hit the grease 
they will puff. Brown and remove. 


Now you have just read some of 
the best of all old-fashioned 
doughnut recipes. And let me give 
you a parting word of advice. 
If you can’t master any of these, 
hike yourself down to the cor- 
ner store, buy some packaged 
doughnut mix, read the directions 
on the box and have at it, There 
are some surprisingly good ones 
on the market,

A SIMPLE FIRST DISCARD 


HE last article gave an ex- 
ample of a very complicated 
discard so today I am going 
to show an extremely simple one. 
You hold the accompanying hand: 

The up card is the fourth-king 
and you take it. Now your choice 
of discard lies between one of the 
tens and one of the low cards. 
The choice is not difficult; you 
should throw a ten spot and play 
for. the quick knock, but many 

players throw one of the low 
cards and try for gin. 

Let us consider the spot discard 
first, If you throw it any one of 
twenty-seven cards (the fourth 
eight, or 26 lower cards) will en- 
able you to Knock immediately. 
There are only 14 cards (the oth- 
er two tens and the queens, jacks 


and nine) that won't help you. 


There is a good chance that you 
ean take the first discard and 


knock. Failing that it is two to 


one that your first draw will be 
a winner. It is better than ten to 
one in favor of your getting down 
in two plays and you are almost 
certain to win the hand. Further- 
more a quick knock is not to be 
despised and may easily be worth 
from forty to sixty points. 

On the other hand if you hold 
the tens and throw a low card 
you have only two cards working 


. for you as oo thirty-nine oth- 


ers. If you are very lucky and 
get gin in a few picks you will 
correct 
play, If you have to wait a long 
time for gin your winning in- 
cluding gin bonus will be less 
than for a quick knock. 

Finally, if you hold the tens 
there is no certainty and not even 
a very high 2 obability that you 
will win the hand, So if you de- 
cide to play this type of hand 
wrong and your opponent catches 

u with that pair of tens, don’t 

lame bad luck. Blame your own 
bad play!

Bleeding Stains, 
E have a —— weak stom- 
ach and usually faint at the 
mere mention of blood and 
so it’s going to be pretty much 
nip and tuck here. 

The problem of bleeding stains 
comes up when you paint over a 
piece of wood that has been pre- 
viously finished with certain types 
n. After the paint is on the 
stain gets the happy notion it 
wants to come up and see what's 
going on, By the time the stain 
has finished with the paint you 
have something of a mess to cope 
with. 

If the wood has been finished 
with varnish over the stain you 
can use the “let sleeping dogs lie”

right over it. The idea here is 
that the varnish will act as a seal 
and keep the nasty stain down 
where it belongs. 

Now if there is no varnish over 
the stain or it is in such horrible 
condition that it must be removed, 
give the wood a coat of shellac or 
aluminum paint. Hither of these 
will usually do the job of keeping 
the stain away from the paint. 

In any case, as this entire busi- 
ness is on the tricky side, ft's a 

ood idea to wait a spell after the 

rat coat of paint has been ap- 
plied to see what develops—if at 
all, If the first coat of paint gets 
by then you won't have any trou- 
ble with the following coats.

Gray Hair 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 
RAY hair may be inherited or 
G it may, be acquired: The col- 
oring of hair is determined by 
a pigment deposited in the hair as 
it grows from its root. The whit- 
ening of hair is not caused by a 
white pigment but is due to the 
lack of pigment in the hair. Since 
the gray color of hair results from 
a failure of pigment formation, 
the process of graying is a slow 
one. Stories of one’s hair sud- 
denly, turning white or gray are 
very improbable. 
The whitening of hair is con- 
sidered to be a normal change of 


old age. Different people age with 


varying degrees of rapidity, but 
this rate of aging is greatly in- 
fluenced by heredity. Other fac- 
tors which tend to hasten the 
graying process are prolonged 
fevers and various wasting . dis- 
eases, 

There are certain conditions 
which predispose td whitening of 
the hair: these are usually worry, 
overwork, grief, anxiety, nervous 
strain, and some glandular dis- 
orders. These same factors also 
tend to produce premature old 
age.

“It took a war to make jobs under the New Deal,” cried the intense 
young Republican candidate for President, Thomas E. Dewey.

FDR one day in 1943 when 

a columnist for the Cleveland 
Press mentioned “the New Deal.” 
Later the President explained 
what he meant. It was like a man 
who had needed two doctors, he 
gaid. Ten years ago, when he first 
came to the White House, the 
United States was very sick eco- 
nomically. “Doctor New Deal” 
wal called in, and did the patient 
a lot of good. But now the nation 
was not sick the same way—it 
was suffering from a bad acci- 
dent called Pearl Harbor. So a 


4 different type of specialist—‘Doc- 


tor Win-the-War“—was in charge 
of the case, The President thought 
the newspapers ought to get up 


to date on this development. (And 


the newspapers thought both 
“doctors” looked suspiciously like 
Franklin D. Roosevelt.) 8 

By the time the 1944 Presiden- 
tial campaign rolled around, “Doc- 
‘tor Win-the-War“ was the main 
Democratic attraction. Roosevelt 
‘was renomininated, but he al- 
lowed the No. 2 New Dealer, Vice- 
President Henry_Wallace, to be 
dropped from his ticket. And he 


~ gmothered his Republican oppon- 
ent, Governor Dewey of New

York, more by well-timed jokes, 
alternated with serious little lec- 
tures on the war, than by debat- 
ing -home-front issues. The New 
Deal played a curious role.in the 


campaign. Dewey attacked it, but 
indorsed large parts of it, Roose- 
velt defended it, but preferred not 
to talk about it. For by 1044 it 


was apparent that the New Deal 


was both an accomplished fact 
and a political liability. 

A few days after his 1945 inaug- 
uration, FDR slipped away for a 


€700-mile trip to the Orimea, and 


his second conference with Chur- 
chill and Stalin, At this meeting 
the Big Three “agreed to support 
the United Nations, to co-ordinate 
their military efforts, to share in 
the future administration of Ger- 
many, to let the liberated nations 
create “democratic institutions of 
their own choice, and to set the 
eastern frontier of Poland at the 
Curzon Line of 1919, In March the 
President was back in Washing- 
ton, telling Congress part of what 
had been done. In April he went 
to his cottage at Warm Springs, 
Georgia, for a rest. The annual 
Democratic Jefferson Day Dinner 
was due on April 13, and FDR 
devoted part of his time to com- 
posing a brief speech for that 
occasion, concluding with the typ- 
ical words: “The only limit to our 
realization of tomorrow will be 
our doubts of today. Let us move 


forward with strong and active 
faith.” That was to be his final 


message. On April 12, at 1 o’clock, 


he exclaimed, “I have a terrific 
headache,” ard slumped forward 
on a table.that had just been set 
for lunch. At 3:35 he was dead of a 


cerebral hemorrhage.

The atomic bomb explosion at Hiroshima, The toll of the 
bomb: 78,180 Japanese killed, 13,983 missing, 37,425 burned and 
injured, 176,987 homeless, foodless or sick, 


HE sun was bright over Hiroshima, but when the single 

400-pound bomb was dropped from an American plane, 

there wag a flash that was brighter than sunlight. Then 
the city was swallowed in boiling dust, and a pillar of smoke 
spurted seven miles into the sky, Hiroshima, once an Army 
base and a city of 343,000 people, was 60 per cent destroyed. 
Proudly, President Truman explained: “It is an atomic bomb, 
«+ We have spent two billion dollars on the greatest scientific 
gamble in history—and won.” Gravely he added, a few days 
later: “The atomic bomb is too dangerous to be let loose in 
a lawless world. That is why Great Britain, Canada and the 
United States, who have the secret of its production, do not 
intend to reveal that secret until means have been found to 
control the bomb...” 

Victory in Europe had come when the remaining German 
commanders surrendered to the Allies at Reims, May 7, 1948. 
Hitler and Mussolini had been dead a week. Victory over 
Japan came August 14, five days after the second atomig bomb 
was dropped. On September 2 the surrender papers were signed
